Neither would the Gug- 
genheims place millions here simply 
to expend other millions in the way of 
damages. 

This agitation will work its own 
cure. The investigation will 
satisfy the Home Protectors and every 
one else that the danger is purely 
imaginary. 


The orders issued by the street car 
strike leaders, a few days ago in San 
Francisco, that all members of the 
Carmen’s Union should act as pickets 
and detectives has caused great dissat¬ 
isfaction among the members of that 
Union, a majority of whom have a 
distaste for that kind of work. The 
ordering of the strike was ill-advised 
in the first place, at a time when San 
Francisco was in an unsettled state, 
endeavoring to recover from the effects 
of the great tire last year, and while 
the Grand Jury was probing into 
bribery scandals. While organized 
labor in general throughout the city is 
aiding the strikers financially, as it is 
obligated to do, there is a deep-seated 
feeling that the cause is lost. More 
people are riding in the cars every day. 
A strong point was made the other 
day by a member of the Carmen’s 
Union, who, upon being asked why 
the throwing of missiles had stopped, 
replied that he thought the reason was 
that it was feared that some member 
of the thrower’s family might be hit. 
At least one of the great dailies in San 
Francisco at this time should come 
out boldly, fearlessly and honestly, 
and state plainly the truthful facts in 
regard to the present condition of the 
strike and show to the great body of 
organized labor whether the leaders in 
this street car trouble are honest in 
keeping up the strike or whether 
there is a taint of politics in the whole 
thing. It is generally known that if 
there had been a secret ballot at the 
time the strike was declared there 
would have been no strike. We be¬ 
lieve, honestly, that if a secret ballot 
were had now by the street car men 
themselves they would decide by a 
great majority to go back to work un¬ 
der former conditions. Something 
must be done at once to settle this 
strike, as it is keeping all business 
conditions in a chaotic state, and 
causing misery and sorrow among the 
families of the strikers. 


The San Mateo Times of June 15th 
devotes two and one-half columns of 
its front page to reprinting an article 
from the New York Tribune of May 
12th upon the injury wrought Staten 
Island by the smoke, fumes and va¬ 
pors from the factories and industries 
on the Jersey shore. 

The Times, in big, black, double- 
leaded head-lines, fakes the Tribune 
article with “How Beautiful Staten 
Island Is Being Destroyed By Smelter 
Fumes.” 

As a matter of fact the Tribune arti¬ 
cle does not contain the word “smel¬ 
ter” in its entire length. It does speak 
of “the damage done by the factories 
in Bayonne.” It speaks of 
“emanations from the industries over 
there.” 

It speaks of “smoke fumes and va¬ 
pors.” 

It speaks of “vapor blasts from the 
industries on the Jersey Shore.” 

The only industry named in the ar¬ 
ticle is the “Standard Oil,” and the 
reference in that case is in the follow¬ 
ing words: “If the organization (the 
Anti-Nuisance League) with the 
Board of Health should be unsuccess¬ 
ful in bringing the Standard Oil and 
other concerns, that were a menace to 
the Island, to book, it was the inten¬ 
tion to undertake individual prosecu¬ 
tions.” If there is an ore smelter at 
Bayonne and smelter fumes in¬ 
jurious to homes and gardens, the 
Tribune article does not refer to either, 
directly or indirectly. 

The Times must be in bad way when 
it adopts such tactics.

WEALTHY TOURISTS ROBBED 
WHILE ON THEIR WAY TO 
YOSEMITE VALLEY. 

Masked Man Gets Money at the Point 
of a Gun and Makes Rich Haul 
—Women Terror-Stricken. 


Raymond, Cal., June 21.— Two 
hold-ups, the boldness of which re- u 
calls the wild days of Black Bart, M 
occurred last night on the Yosemite C 
stage line, when two coach loads of ° 
wealthy tourists bound for the Val- fi 
ley were robbed by a lone highway¬ 
man, supposed to be the notorious j a 
“Black Kid.” The crimes were a 
committed with tne utmost audacity 0 
and the road agent, who has made r 
his presence a teror in the locality, ^ 
carried through his scheme without a 1 
hitch. He' was well rewarded for 1 
his enterprise, for the passengers ^ 
were stripped clean of their valu- * 
ables and money. a 

Both stages were robed in the 1 
same manner and at short intervals. ( 
It was just after twilight that the * 
first stage was stopped as it turned 1 
a lonely corner of the road that rises ( 
in a sharp ascent. A tense com- 1 
mand of “Hand up, there!” was the | 
first warning of trouble, and in the ’ 
dusk the driver found himself look- 1 
ing into the barrels of a shotgun be¬ 
fore he had time to lay his hands on 1 
the weapons that rested at his side. 
The marauder stood on rising ground 1 
to one side of the road. He wore a 
linen duster and his face was half 1 
concealed by a slouch hat pulled 
well down over his ears. As an ad- 
diitonal concealment, his features 
were covered with a black mask cut 
away at the nose and eyes. 

The horses were pulled back on 
their haunches with a jerk as the 
robber stepped nearer, with his gun 
still trained on the driver, some of 
the women started to scream. The 
passengers were warned that no 
harm would come to them unless 
they refused to obey quickly and 
silently. The driver was then ord¬ 
ered down from the box and told to 
stand, hands in the air, by the road¬ 
side. By this time the highwayman 
had shifted his gun under his left 
arm and drew a black-barreled re¬ 
volver. The passengers were di¬ 
rected to line up with the driver and 
were arranged at intervals of about 
two feet apart, the women with the 
men. 

The money and valuables of each 
were then demanded and as each vic¬ 
tim fumbled about in his clothes tho 
road agent kept a keen eye on the 
rest to see that no arms dropped. If 
any passenger carried his wallet in 
his rear pocket he saved it, for mo¬ 
tions of the hands in this direction 
were stopped by the pressure of a 
pistol muzzle in the stomach. 

When the masked man had filled 
the side pockets ,of his duster with 
coin and jewels he ordered the 
trembling line back into the stage, 
one by one. Swinging his gun again 
to his shoulder, he told the driver to ; 
climb to his box and lash his horses j 
as hard as he could swing his whip. 

As the team galloped away the 
robber remained standing in the 
middle of the road, with leveled 
weapon, until the coach disappeared 
In the darkness of the next turn. 

At the first halting place report 
was made of the outrage. From the 
descriptions furnished by the fright¬ 
ened passengers the man appears 
to be the same one who has commit¬ 
ted three robberies this season on the 
same route, though none so bold and 
successful as this. A posse was Im¬ 
mediately organized to run down the 
outlaw, but a reconnoiter around the 
scene of the crime failed to reveal 
any sign of the fugitive. 

A telegram was sent to Governor 
Gillett at Sacramento, setting forth 
the facts and asking that he offer a 
substantial reward to hasten the 
man’s capture.

Denver, June 21.—Yesterday was 
the last day of the interstate conven¬ 
tion called by Governor Buchtel of 
Colorado for the purpose of discus¬ 
sing public land problems. In con¬ 
sequence of the controversy which 
arose Wednesday over the basis of 
representation and method of voting, 
the report of the committee on cre¬ 
dentials, which was sent back to the 
committee for revision, remained to 
be acted upon. It had been agreed 
upon that to each State represented 
will be given ten votes, and to each 
Chamber of Commerce or other rec¬ 
ognized commercial organizations 
five votes. 

The convention has been remark¬ 
able in that its discussions have been 
almost entirely confined to criticism 
of the National Administration’s 
policy of handling the public lands. 
James R. Garfield, Secretary of the 
Interior, and R. A. Ballinger, Com¬ 
missioner of the General Land Of¬ 
fice, were heard on the first day, 
but since then there has been but one 
address in support of the Administra¬ 
tion. Conservatives, however, de¬ 
clare that the two sides to the con¬ 
troversy are really not far apart, as 
both contend they are striving for 
changes in the present policy that 
will make it easier for new settlers 
to acquire home sites and become an 
integral part of, the great region 
lying west of the Mississippi river. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT IS OF¬ 
FENDED AT DEMAND FOR 
INDEMNITY FOR JAPS. 

Secretary Root Is Tired of Ambassa¬ 
dor’s Persistence in Regard to 
San Francisco Affair. 


Low Rates Denied Army and Navy. 

Chicago, June 21.—The Transcon¬ 
tinental Passenger Association yes¬ 
terday granted low rates to the Irri¬ 
gation Congress at Sacrcamento in 
July. The most important of the 
day’s proceedings was the withdraw¬ 
al from all Eastern railroads of the 
right to sell reduced rate tickets to 
California, except to railroad em¬ 
ployes and members of a dependent 
family and clergymen and mission¬ 
aries, but not their families. This 
will exclude army and navy em¬ 
ployes, Indian school teachers and 
all others who have heretofore en¬ 
joyed reduced rates. 

Jury Denounces Dead Man. 

Astoria, Ore., June 21.—The Cor¬ 
oner’s jury which investigated the 
killing of Cleve Jennings Friday last 
by J. H. Bowlsby of Marshfield, last 
night returned a verdict in which 
Bowlsby was exonerated and Jen¬ 
nings denounced. The jury recom¬ 
mended that Bowlsby be released 
from custody. Bowlsby, who con¬ 
fessed to shooting Jennings, will be 
held pending a hearing by a justice 
court. 

Honor President Wheeler. 

New York, June 21.—The Sons of 
the University of California Club 
gave a dinner last night at the Hotel 
Lafayette in honor of President Ide 
’ Wheeler of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. The dinner was in celebra¬ 
tion of the refusal of President 
Wheeler to leave the university and 
, accept the presidency of the Massa¬ 
chusetts institute of technology. Pres¬ 
ident Wheeler addressed the diners. 


Falling Rocks Cuts Train in Two. 

Louisville, June 21.—A passenger 
train on the Baltimore & Ohio South¬ 
western was cut in two by a falling 
rock in a tunnel near Mitchell yes¬ 
terday. Seventeen persons were in¬ 
jured, four of them seriously. The 
train left St. Louis for Cincinnati 
Tuesday night. 

Banks Take All the Bonds. 

Seattle, Wash., June 21.—Seattle 
banks will buy the $2,250,000 issue 
of bonds to be issued by this city for 
the extension of its Cedar R’ver 
water supply. 

Seattle to Drive Out Bucket Shops. 

Seattle, Wash, , June 21.—Tne po¬ 
lice closed the place of business of 
the International Construction Com¬ 
pany last night on the ground that it 
is a fraudulent concern, and took 
similar action against Downing, Hop¬ 
kins & Co., proprietors of a broker’s 
office. 

Chief Wappenstein notified the 
latter that bucket shops would no 
longer be tolerated in Seattle. 


Washington, June 21.—Viscount 
Aoki, the Japanese Ambassador, has 
incurred President Roosevelt’s dis¬ 
pleasure because of his lack of deli¬ 
cacy and discretion in conducting the 
negotiations relating to the San 
Francisco attacks on Japanese. 

Aoki’s 'recall is due to three things: 
Being out of pleasure with President 
Roosevelt: marrying a German wo¬ 
man (which made him unpopular in 
his own country), and not getting 
full social recognition from the mem¬ 
bers of the diplomatic corps here. 

Before President Roosevelt left for 
Oyster Bay, the Japanese Ambassa¬ 
dor talked with him about the at¬ 
tacks on Japanese in California and 
about the destruction of their prop¬ 
erty. Aoki diplomatically hinted 
that the United States should pay in¬ 
demnity to Japan for the San Fran¬ 
cisco mob’s outrages. President 
Roosevelt remained silent and mis¬ 
taking this silence for acquiescence 
In the suggestion, the Ambassador 
made a definite proposition that the 
United States pay an indemnity. 

There was no mistaking the Presi¬ 
dent’s attitude then. He forcibly 
expressed disapproval of the propo¬ 
sition and dismissed the Ambassador 
with the advice to conduct his nego¬ 
tiations in future with the State De¬ 
partment. 

Secretary Root was informed of 
the incident and immediately 
changed his demeanor toward the 
Japanese Ambassador. Since that 
time the intercouse between the two 
men has been cold and formal, only 
official matters being discussed when 
they meet. Previously Secretary 
Root had been somewhat impatient 
with Viscount Aoki because of his 
persistence in pressing trivial mat¬ 
ters. 

When the Ambassador made • his 
indemnity proposition to Secretary 
Root he was told that Japanese have 
no more rights than American citi¬ 
zens have. The only redress Ameri¬ 
cans have in such cases is to resort 
to the courts and sue for damages. 
At the same time the Federal Gov- 
i eminent urged the Governor of Cali¬ 
fornia to give ample police protection 
to the Japanese. This is now being 

done. -- 

Robbed Graves to Get Revenge. 
Yuma, Arizona, June 21.—Found 
guilty of throwing dead men’s bones 
upon her neighbor’s porch, Mrs. 
Trinidad Mazzi yesterday was fined 
$G0 by Justice Redondo. 

Mrs. Muzzi and Mrs. Francisco 
Gomez quarreled and Mrs. Gomez 
arose yesterday morning, to make 
the grewsome find of bones strewn 
with red chili over her porch. Whose 
grave was robbed to supply materials 
for the ghoulish revenge is not 
known. Mrs. Muzzi stoutly main¬ 
tains her innocence and has appealed. 


New York, June 21.—With a i 
small trowel yesterday Mayor Mc¬ 
Clellan turned a sod of earth among 
the hills two miles back of Peekskill- 
on-the- Hudson River, and by this 
act he began the great undertaking 
which will cost $162,000,000 and 
will eventually furnish Greater New 
York with 800,000,000 gallons of 
water daily, besides the amount 
available from the Croton and other 
present sources of supply. 

From the small and simple be¬ 
ginning by the Mayor will in time 
be constructed the Catskill Aqueduct, 
150 miles long, which will connect 
the Ashokan reservoir in the Esopus 
valley with every borough of this 
city, including even Staten Island. 
The preliminary work of surveying 
for the gigantic excavation has 
reached such a stage that the con¬ 
struction of the reservoir can be 
pushed with speed. These prelimin¬ 
aries have taken up about two years. 

A large party of city officials, in¬ 
cluding the Mayor, left yesterday for 
Peekskill by steamer. 

The aqueduct will have a channel 
height of seventeen feet. It will 
wind among hills and across gorges 
in the heart of the region immortal¬ 
ized by Washington Irving and will 
pass under several creeks. It will 
descend more than a thousand feet 
to cross 6 50 feet underneath the bed 
of the Hudson. The line it will fol¬ 
low upon reaching the Bronx at 
Yonkers will be under the upper East 
River, under Brooklyn and finally 
under the Narrows to Staten Island. 

The engineering problems involved 
in building the aqueduct under the 
Hudson will be the most difficult the 
engineers will have to face. Esti¬ 
mates vary as to when the system 
will be completed. The year 1930 
is generally fixed upon as the date. 
It is probable some part of the sup¬ 
ply will be available before that. The 
city authorities view this question 
largely from the side of New York’s 
growth in population, and they esti¬ 
mate that by 1930 this city will num¬ 
ber 7,000,000 souls, using daily one 
billion gallons of water, part if which 
will be supplied by the Croton sys¬ 
tem.

Cleveland’s Health Much Improved. 

New York, June 21.—Advices 
from Princeton, N. J., announce that 
ex-President Grover Cleveland last 
night passed the danger point of an¬ 
other serious attack of sickness. He 
had been perilously ill for some days. 
The crisis has now safely passed and 
Cleveland’s recovery is looked for. 
Cleveland was stricken just after the 
beginning of the commencement at 
Princeton University. The attack 
was diagnosed as stomach or intes¬ 
tinal trouble.

Five Killed in Wine Growers’ War. 

Paris, June 21.—An excited de¬ 
bate was held in the Chamber of 
Deputies today over the protests 
against the vigorous measures the 
Government has adopted in suppres¬ 
sing the wine-growers’ revolt and 
arresting leaders. Reports show that 
five were killed and 200 injured in 
rioting at Narbonne, the center of 
I rebellion. 


To Aid the Poor With Annuities. 

Sydney, N. S. W., Junes 21.—On 
the eve of socialistic legislation, more 
paternal than even Australia has 
hitherto known, Premier Carruthers 
today announced the plans for the 
next session of Parliament. The pro¬ 
gram embraces pensions for invalids, 
subscriptions to friendly societies 
and the establishment of a system 
whereby the poorest persons may 
purchase annuities. There is little 
doubt that the proposals will be 
adopted. The annuities will be ar¬ 
ranged by applicants opening ac¬ 
counts in the Government savings 
banks and their deposits, by the aid 
of Government subsidies, will draw 
special rates of interest. 

200 Die in Flood. 

Athens, Greece, June 21.—Two 
hundred lives have been lost in a 
; disaster at Trikhalad, a town of 
Thessaly, caused by the overflowing 
of the river Lithaide. Hundreds of 
houses in the town and along the 
banks of the river in its vicinity 
were washed away, carrying the oc¬ 
cupants into the river. 


Reno, Nev., June 21.—Unusually 
heavy rains falling in the mountains 
during the last few days and melting 
the snow have caused Lake Tahoe 
to rise nearly two feet. Forty thou¬ 
sand dollars damage has been done 
to the resorts along the shores and 
all efforts to prevent loss have met 
with failure. The water is said by 
tourists to be rising at the rate of 
an inch a day and before the climax 
comes the old timers in the moun¬ 
tains believe the lake will reach a 
stage that has never been recorded 
before. 

At the Tavern the pier and boat¬ 
house have been nearly swamped. 
McKinney’s and Glenbrook, as well 
as the resorts on the northwest shore 
have suffered from the rise. The 
Truckee river outlet to Lake Tahoe is 
not large enough to let the overflow 
out. Even though an enormous body 
of water is now being carried down 
t' o Truckee to Pyramid lake, the 
residents here do not fear an over¬ 
flow along the banks. 

To Open Reservation in Nevada. 

Reno, Nev., June 21.—Pyramid 
Lake Indian Reservation, situated 
forty miles east of here and contain¬ 
ing highly mineralized lands that 
have never been prospected by whites 
and a vast acreage of the most fer¬ 
tile soil in the State, is to be thrown 
open to settlement as soon as the 
allotments to the redskins are re¬ 
ceived at Washington. 

The Department of the Interior at 
I Washington has been acting with 
secrecy in the Pyramid Lake matter, 
as it did with the Walker reserva¬ 
tion last year. It is expected that the 
order to throw the lands open to set¬ 
tlement will be issued without the 
usual procedure. 

United States mineral surveyors 
stated here yesterday that armed

borders of the Ppramid Lake reser¬ 
vation the week before the opening, 
5 to prevent men from locating mining 
? claims there hours before the rush 
signal is given. 


Want Churches to Grant Divorces. 

Seattle, Wash., June 21—The Rev. 
M. A. Matthews, one of the leading 
divines of Seattle, yesterday declared 
in favor of exclusively placing the 
power of granting divorce either in 
the hands of the church or the Fed¬ 
eral Government, preferably the 
former. 

“I would give the church the 
power to grant divorces where it 
sees that an annulment of the mar¬ 
riage ties is necessary,” he said, “or 
centralize the power in the Federal 
Government. It is a hideous repu¬ 
tation we are acquiring, and I know 
of no way that it can be corrected 
except by completely changing the 
laws. The law now in the statute 
books seem to me to have been 
framed for the express purpose of 
encouraging divorce.”

Sydney, N. S. W., June 21.—An 
accidental discovery by a grave-dig 
ger has started a gold rush to Balla¬ 
rat.
